Petrograd, Dec. 7.— Several sorties 
made during the night by the Austro- 
German garrison at Cracow 
pulsed by the Russians. It was an- 
nounced at military headquarters. The 
Russian army under General Diml- 
trleff is only two miles from the de- 
fenses of the city and is preparing for 
the siege of the Galician fortress. 

The Austrian population in the city 
is fleeing in thousands toward Vienna. 
German residents are hastening north- 
ward. Refugees from the city are 
spreading alarm enough In northern 
Hungary, but something like panic has 
been caused by the reappearance of 
Russian troops on the Hungarian 
plain. 

Military experts estimate that the 
Germans have lost two-thirds of their 
army in Poland. The general impres- 
sion on all sides is that the Vistula- 
Warthe fighting has been incompa- 
rably more severe than anything ex- 
perienced before In this war. The 
German losses have been appalling. 
There were several critical moments 
in the fighting north of Lodz. One 
Russian division held its ground 
against two German army corps, and 
finally drove them back. But for the 
late arrival of one Russian army corps 
the battle would have finished in a 
complete victory a week ago. The 
strategic position meant annihilation 
or surrender had all gone right. 

Petrograd newspapers publish the 
statement that the Germans lost 100,- 
000 men in fighting their way out of 
the trap set for them at Lodz, and 
have been nnable to renew the offen- 
sive on account of terrible losses and 
exhaustion. The battle was the blood- 
iest and most pitiless of the war. 
Many regiments had less than a hun- 
dred men left The Germans fell in 
rows, but their comrades hurled them- 
selves

Paris, Dec. 7.— Successful results of 
the offensive operations by the allies 
in the north are announced in the 
official communique issued here. It 
states that appreciable progress has 
been made against the Germans north 
of the River Lys. The French in- 
fantry, making an attack at dawn, 
captured with one charge two lines 
of the enemy's trenches and made a 
gain of BOO meters (about one-third of 
a mile). 

Fighting Is Terrific. 

The fighting has become apparently 
terrific, the various opposing forces 
advancing from village to village. The 
statement says that the allies hold 
part of the village of Wledendreft, 
northwest of Langemarck. 

The official statement follows: 

"To the north of the Lys we have 
realized appreciable progress. Our 
infantry, attacking at dawn, took with 
a single charge two lines of trenches. 

The gain was 600 meters. A portion 
of the hamlet of Wledendreft, one kilo- 
meter northwest of Langemarck, re- 
mains in our hands. Before Poesele, 
halfway between Dixmude and Ypres, 
we have taken on the right bank of 
the canal a roadhouse, over which 
there had been sharp fighting for a 
month. 

The enemy has tried without suc- 
cess, with a violent attack of heavy ar- 
tillery, to force us to evacuate the 
ground we have won. 

Continue Shelling of Reims. 
"In the region of Arras and in the 
Champagne district, there have been 
intermittent cannonades here and 
there. Reims has been bombarded with 
particular Intensity. 

"For our part, we have destroyed 
with our heavy artillery numerous 
earthworks. 

"In the Argonne region, the fighting 
is very hot all the time. We have 
captured numerous trenches 
repulsed all counter-attacks. 

The German forces that attempted I 
to invest Bel fort were met by a j 
French army which moved eastward 
to attack the defences of Altkirch and 
Muehlhausen. The consequence is that 
another big battle is developing from 
Dammerkirch northward through 
Sennheim and thence into the passes 
of the Vosges, west of Colmar, 

The French troops hold strong posi- 
tions on German soil to which they 
can fall back, if necessary. It is re- 
ported from Basel, Switzerland, that 
the sound of heavy cannonade can be 
beard from the German border 

The main struggle centers on a line 
extending nea • Altkirch, Dammerkirch 
and Sennheim.

Berlin, via London. — It is officially 
announced that the Germans occupied 
Lodz Sunday, the Russians retreating 
after severe losses. 

The Germans must be credited with 
winning the greatest battle ever fought 
in the history of the world. But they 
have paid the price, for it is esti- 
mated that the Germans lost in this 
battle close to 200,000 in killed, wound- 
ed and missing. 

Not only was the battle the greatest 
In history, but the prize is momentous. 
The capture of the city of Lodz 
means to the victor the control of the 
most important railroad In Russian 
Poland — a railroad leading straight to 
Warsaw, the capital of Russian Po- 
land, whose conquest is the object of 
the German strategy in the East. 

Lodz, a city of some 415,000 popula- 
tion, is the chief manufacturing cen- 
ter of Russian Poland. It has numer- 
ous textile mills, the majority of them 
for the manufacture of cotton goods. 

In addition, it has flour mills, dyeing 
establishments, brick yards, machin- 
ery plants and breweries. The popu- 
lation is made up of Poles, Germans 
anO Jew. 
"Roumanla Decides To Enter War." 
Geneva, via London. — The Journel 
de Geneve publishes a dispatch from 
Bucharest which says that Roumania 
has definitely decided to enter the war 
on the side of the allies. The decision, 
according to the dispatch, is in ac- 
cordance with the wish of the entire 
country, including King Ferdinand and 
all the Roumanian statesmen. 

The question of when Roumania 
will make her entry into the conflict 
is still being discussed, however, one 
side desiring to avoid a winter cam- 
paign, but the military authorities ex- 
press the fear that Servia may be de- 
feated before the spring. 

The attitude of Bulgaria still re- 
mainst doubtful. Greece, Servia and 
Roumania have proffered certain con- 
cessions, which, however, Sofia seems 
not to consider a sufficient inducement. 
Ostend Reported To Be in Flames.

of fat stock direct to Louisville pack 
ers and butchers under federal 01 
state inspection and certification, nat 
urally causes a much better feeling tc 
exist. 

People generally engaged in the live 
stock business have finally become 
aroused, and appreciate the gravity ol 
the situation. While business can not 
be handled in anything like a norma] 
condition, it is much relief to every 
one for it to move under the given re 
strlct'ons. 

While there has been much com 
ment as to conditions, there has been 
at no time in any measure depicted 
the terrible financial conditions thai 
the people of Kentucky were facing 
as a direct result of the embargc 
placed upon livestock shipments. Last 
winter was an unusually hard winter 
on the average farmer in this state 
and practically all of them were 
obliged to buy feed necessary to carry 
their usual amount of work stock and 
other animals through the winter 
There was a very good wheat crop, but 
for those who sold promptly, as many 
were forced to, the price was low, and 
this money no more than paid the win 
ter feed bills.

There hu baen effected a tentative or- 
ganization of the Associated Chariuesof 
the City of Richmond, of which Mrs K. 
J. McKee is temporary treasurer and 
will re/jeive donations for this fund, 
which will be receipted for by public ac- 
knowledgment in the several papers of 
the city. 

This organization was effected Nov- 
ember 16th. at a meeting held in the 
First Christian church, at which time it 
was decided to submit the proposition to 
the oily. 

The constitution provides for the elec 
lion of a hoard of managers, composed 
of one representative man or woman 
from each church in Richmond, a repre- 
sentative from the city council and three 
representative* from the city at-large 
who will be elected by the committee 
named by the churches and the city 
council. The membership dues are SI 
a year. (Why not ask the Lodges to 
help? They will be pleased to do so.) 

As before staled in these columns, this 
is a most worthy organization and it is 
to be earnestly hoped that the same will 
be completed. It is unreasonable 10 
suppose that the churches working from 
their individual viewpoint can accom- 
plish as much as the city and churches 
united. In union there is strength. 
Likewise there is concentration of ef- 
fort, and it is better that the public 
charities of the city be directed by one 
head than that some eight or ten differ- 
ent organizations shall undertake to in- 
dividually cover lhe same terrirory. 

The cold wave brought much suffer- 
ing to the poor and they should be pro- 
vided for. It is true that many of the 
objects of charity put themselves in their 
miserable condition, but it must be 
borne in mind that some of thorn are not 
altogether responsible for their position, 
certainly their children are not. Calam- 
ity and sickness have brought many a 
worthy person to destitution and the to- 
tal inability of some people to use what- 
ever talents they may have to a finan- 
cial advantage, has kept them continual- 
ly at the bottom of the ladder. These 
distressful conditions more than any- 
thing else bring about the lax moral con- 
ditions that prevail in some localities. 
Censuring them is unreasonable. There 
should be more pity and more effort to 
relieve their distressed condition, rather 
than censure for them. 

In this connection, the Beleian relief 
fund should not be overlooked. It is 
true that we have the Belgians with us, 
but there is enough sjmpathy and kind- 
heartedness in this city to reach them 
all and give relief to thedistressed abroad 
as well as at home It is the test of a 
noble heart that gives to the absent suf 
fereras well as to those at home. 

Moonlight schools and the Associated 
Charities of the city can and oue ht to 
work hand in hand, and «uch space as 
we can reasonably spare to promote any 
of these worthy objects, is at the dispos- 
al of these noble bands of workers. 



M'CREARY MUST ACT. 



Now comes the horrible news from 
Princeton of the dastardly and criminal 
deeds of the Possum Hunters of blowing 
up homos and whipping men and wo- 
men. That section of the State has for 
seven or eight years been terrorized by 
these lawless bands and the Governor 
should not hesitate to send armed forces 
into that section and keep them there 
until eve>y bushwhacker and cowardly 
Aseassin is driven from the State of Ken- 
tucky. It will be the best investment 
that the State can make, aud no one will 
blame the Governor for ordering the 
troops there, but many will blame him 
if he does not do so.

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 

The foot and mouth disease has not 
reached Madison county, but quiie a 
stir has been created amone cattle men 
by the report that it was in their midst. 
As usual in such cases, there is much 
diversity of opinion as to what should 
be done; also there is difference of op n 
ion as to whether or not the disease real- 
ly exists, and tne hint is strongly mnde 
that it doe- not exist at all. but thai the 
report has been created and given cur- 
rency for the express purpose of creating 
a panic and thus throwing a large num 
ber of catile on the market at once so 
that the cattle trust can gobble them up 
at its own prices. 

We are not in a position to advise the 
farmers. We have published in these 
columns from time to time all the in 
formation obtainable about the disease 
and will continue to do so Instead of 
crimination and recrimination, there 
should be a hearty co operation amomr 
those in charge of the quarantine laws 
and the owners of cattle. It is easier to 
stamp out a disease at its first appear- 
ance rather than to fuss about It and al- 
low it to spread and then undertake to 
control the sit nation. Those vested with 
the authority should not hesitate to en- 
force the laws, bee use in the end that 
will be best for the people at large. It 
is a great hardship on the owners of ca'- 
tle to have to suffer their losses, but it is 
far better that a few suffer an individu- 
al lo»s than that an entire community be 
made to suffer more extended losses 
Neglect to enforce the law will bring the 
inevitable consequence of great disaster 
to the whol»- people. 

In our news item* we give the state- 
ment that Gov. McCreary is considering 
tta<* feasibility of call ng togother the 
Legislature to consider the paosage of a 
law to reimburse cattle owners for any 
loss sustained by them, but this means 
long delay and in the end it may be de- 
clared unconstitutional. Therefore, the 
people should bestir themselves and ac 
on the old adage that "an ounce of pre- 
ventive is worth a pound of cure."

Candles 




PRETTY candle shades for the 
dressing case or for the candles 
of the dinner or luncheon table, are 
sure to delight the home-maker, so

Candle shades 
of figured silk, or 
silkallne or thin 
ribbon, may be 
made over small 
wire frames, with 
the silk put on In 
plaits or plain or 
fluted.

Small wire 
frames are to be 
bought ready 
made and come in 
a variety of 
shapes and sizes. 
S o m e 1 1 mes the 
frame is made of 
s 1 1 ff c ardboard. 
but this is not durable nor as satisfac- 
tory as that of wire 

To make shades like that shown in 
the picture take flowered ribbon or 
strips of silk a half-inch wider than 
the width of the wire frame. Lay it in 
plaits a little less than a half inch in 
depth, or have it plaited on a plaiting 
machine. Sew one edge of the plaited 
strip over the top wire of the frame, 
crowding the plaits close together. Sew 
the other edge over the bottom wire. 
Spreading the plaits evenly is neces- 
sary. Conceal the sewing and border 
the shade at the same time with tin- 
sel braid in silver or gilt,

with the result that the theater was 
left severely alone by the press for 
many months. Tbe play, however, 
turned out to be a popular success and 
had, for those days, tbe phenomenal 
ran of 140 performances.
